SUBJECT: ALL WEATHER OPERATIONS DIVISIONAL MEETING - APRIL 12 
SESSION 
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1 . AHALF-DAY SESSION OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE SAW THE ILS 
PROTECTION DATE DISCUSSION COMPLETED. IT WAS AGREED THAT THE 
PROTECTION DATE WOULD BE EXTENDED TO 1995; FURTHERMORE, THE 
NEED FOR FURTHER ATTENTION TO THIS DATE WILL BE RE-EXAMINED 
SHORTLY BEFORE 1985. 

2. IN THE OPERATIONS WORKING GROUP, THE FINAL DRAFT FOR SECTION 
ON "INVESTIGATED FLIGHT PATHS" WAS PRESENTED TO THE GROUP. THE 
U.S. OBJECTED TO A U.K. CLAIM THAT DOPPLER MISSED APPROACH AZIMUTH 
WAS FLIGHT TESTED TO PLUS 60 DEGREE. THE CHAIRMAN ELECTED NOT TO 
CHANGE THE TEXT AT THIS TIME AND INVITED U.S. TO BRING THIS SUBJECT 
UP IN THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

3. DRAFT RECOMMENDATIONS FOR "OPERATIONAL CONSIDERATIONS" 

PRESENTED BY SIX DELEGATIONS WERE THEN DISCUSSED. THE U.S. 

OPPOSED ANY CHANGE IN THE CORRESPONDING O.R., AND AFTER MUCH 
DISCUSSION, ITS VIEW CARRIED. 

4. DISCUSSION ON FLARE GUIDANCE FOLLOWED, CHARACTERIZED BY 
LENGTHY NON-PRODUCTIVE ARGUMENT AND GENERAL DISAGREEMENT BETWEEN 
ALL SPEAKERS. ISSUES WERE SETTLED DURING COFFEE BREAK, WHEN ALL 
INVOLVED PARTIES AGREED ON WORDING FOR THE ISSUES, WHICH WERE 
FORMALLY SETTLED UPON RETURN. 

5. NO VOTES WERE TAKEN DURING THIS SESSION, BUT PATTERNS BECAME 
APPARENT; AUSTRALIA, CANADA, CUBA AND U.S. GENERALLY AGREEING 
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AGAINST UK, FRANCE, IRELAND, NETHERLANDS, FRG AND SWEDEN. 

6. THE TECHNICAL WORKING GROUP CONSIDERED 25 DISCUSSION PAPERS 
ON A) MULTIPATH, SHADOWING AND OCI AND B) COVERAGE. RELATED 
SUBTOPICS INCLUDED DATE RATE, FILTERING ALLEGATIONS AND AGC 
PROBLEMS OF TRSB PHSE THREE RECEIVERS (BRUSSELS AND JFK). 

7. A TOTAL ON NINCE PROPOSALS RELATED TO ISSUES IN 6, ABOVE, WERE 
VOTED FAVORABLY TO U.S. POSITION. 

8. WORTHY OF CONCERN IS THE LARGE NUMBER OF ABSTENTIONS (10 TO 14), 
INDICATIVE OF LACK OF KNOWLEDGE IN THESE TECHNICAL DISCUSSIONS. 

9. VOTING PATTERNS APPEARING TIN TECHNICAL WORKING GROUP INDICATE 
U.S. STRONGLY SUPPORTED BY AUSTRALIA, CANADA, ITALY, SENGAL, USSR, 

AND MILDLY SUPPORTED BY BENIN, ECUADOR, HUNGARY, NETHERLANDS. 
OPPOSITION TO U.S. GENERALLY STEM FROM UK, AUSTRIA, BELGIUM, 

BRAZIL, DENMARK, NEW ZEALAND, NORWAY, SWITZERLAND, FRANCE AND 
TRINIDAD.
